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During  the  past  two  years  the  Town  of  Epping  has  sustained  the  loss  of  two  of  its  out- 
standing citizens,  John  J.  Tilton  and  Jerry  L.  Thayer.  Both  men  had  served  their  town  in 
various  political  and  Civic  capacities  for  many  years,  and  had  given  untiringly  of  their  time 
and  talents.  In  recognition  of  their  loyalty  and  unselfish  devotion  to  Epping  and  its  institutions, 
this  report  is  gratefully  dedicated. 


JERRY  LAWRENCE  THAYER 

Jerry  L.  Thayer  was  born  in  Pepperell, 
Mass.  March  4,  1887  and  died  at  the  Exeter 
Hospital  December  5,  1955.  He  came  to 
Epping  in  1904  as  an  employee  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  and  had  been  in 
their   employ   continuously   for   51   years. 

Throughout  his  life,  he  was  very  active 
and  interested  in  the  political  and  civic 
life  of  the  town  of  Epping.  He  was  Town 
Clerk  from  1914  to  1923.  In  1925  he  was 
elected  Selectman  for  a  three  year  term.  In 
1941  he  was  again  elected  Selectman,  serv- 
ing until  1951.  In  1940  he  was  elected  Mod- 
erator of  the  town,  serving  until  his  death. 
In  1934  he  was  elected  Representative  to 
the  General  Court,  and  while  there,  served 
as  Clerk  of  the  Rockingham  County  delega- 
tion, as  well  as  serving  as  Chairman  of  the 
Coastwise  Improvement  Committee  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Forestry  Committee.  He  ^vas  elected 
to  the  School  Board  in  1923  and  also  served 
as  Moderator  of  the  School  District  for  sev- 
eral years.  In  1952  he  was  elected  to  the  to^vn 
Budget   Committee,   serving  until   his   death. 

Jerry  Thayer  had  always  been  very  much 
interested  in  music;  and  had  been  instru- 
mental in  the  organization  and  development 
of  the  Epping  Drum  Corps.  For  many  years 
he  gave  private  lessons  in  violin  instruction, 
and  was  conductor  of  Thayer's  Orchestra. 

As  a  Charter  member  of  the  Epping  Build- 
ing and  Loan  Association,  he  held  the  office 
of  President  for  several  years  until  his  death. 
He  also  was  a  checker  player  of  unusual  skill 
and  ability  having  held  the  State  Champion- 
ship on  three  different  occasions. 

In  1907  he  married  Alice  Leddy,  who  sur- 
vives him.  He  is  also  survived  by  seven  chil- 
dren: Mrs.  Frederick  A.  Dow;  Mrs.  Maurice 
C.  Pike,  Jr.;  Mrs.  James  P.  Holihan,  Jr.; 
Miss  Olive  Thayer;  Thomas  J.  Thayer;  Atty. 
Jerry  L.  Thayer,  Jr.;  and  Dr.  Charles  L. 
Thayer.  Also  eight  grandchildren  and  one 
great-granddaughter. 


JOHN  J.  TILTON 

John  Jacob  Tilton  was  born  in  Epping, 
N.  H.,  Feb.  15,  1867  and  died  in  Exeter  Oct. 
18,  1954.  He  was  educated  in  Epping  and 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy.  After  graduating 
from  Phillips  Exeter,  he  was  employed  for 
several  years  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  R.R.  at 
Epping  before  engaging  in  business  for  him- 
self. For  many  years  he  operated  a  success- 
ful clothing  store  besides  carrying  on  busi- 
ness in  coal  and  insurance. 

John  Tilton  has  always  been  identified  and 
associated  with  Epping  and  its  political  and 
civic  life.  Being  a  man  of  high  ideals  and 
strong  convictions,  he  was  throughout  his 
life  chosen  by  his  fellow  townspeople  to  hold 
many  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility.  He 
was  elected  Town  Clerk  in  1900  holding  the 
office  for  3  yeais.  He  also  served  his  to^vn 
as  Selectman,  and  for  many  years  was  elected 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds.  It  was,  however,  in 
the  field  of  education  that  Mr.  Tilton  per- 
haps rendered  his  greatest  public  service. 
He  was  first  elected  as  a  member  of  the 
School  Board  in  1893  and  served  in  this  ca- 
pacity for  27  years.  He  was  elected  Clerk  of 
the  School  District  in  1900  and  served  con- 
tinuously until  1921.  Mr.  Tilton  was  a  char- 
ter member  of  the  Epping  Building  &  Loan 
Ass'n  and  sei^ved  as  sec.  and  treas.  from  the 
time  of  its  organization,  for  30  years.  He  was 
appointed  by  the  Court  a  Trustee  of  the 
Dudley  Harvey  Library  Fund  about  1930, 
which  was  also  evidence  of  his  interest  in 
the  educational  and  literary  welfare  of 
Epping. 

For  many  years,  Mr.  Tilton  was  on  the 
Town  Budget  Committee  having  sened  as 
Chairman  and  being  a  member  of  this 
Committee  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  ability  and  sound  judgment  were  qual- 
ities which  made  his  advice  needed  and 
sought  throughout  his  entire  life,  and  his 
decisions  were  based  on  what  he  believed  to 
be  best  for  his  town  and  its  people.

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $270.00  to  purchase  seats  for  the 
Town  Hall.  (Final  Order) 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  to  continue  development  of 
the  Parking  Lot  between  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Fire 
Station. 


9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  remodel  the  interior  of  the 
Town  Hall. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  set  the  Town

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  close  and  aban- 
don the  Birch  Road  as  a  town  road  from  its  beginning 
on  the  Hedding  Rd.  to  the  Brentwood-Exeter-Epping 
Town  Line,  leaving  the  Mast  Road  open  from  the 
Hedding  Road  and  Newfields-Epping  Town  Line  to 
the  State  Highway,  Route  No.  101. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  Grade  and  Tar  the  Mast 
Road  and  to  include  proper  drainage. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  sum 
of  $47.26,  which  is  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  New 
Water  Supply,  into  the  General  Fund.

George  E.  Moquin. 


17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,800.00  to  extend  its  water  main 
from  Main  St.,  opposite  Church  St.,  in  an  easterly  di- 
rection along  dedicated  road  referred  to  in  foregoing 
article.  If  this  article  is  passed  the  lot  owners  on  said 
road  agree  to  pay  the  Epping  Water  Dept.  $10.00  per 
year  for  every  100  feet  of  frontage  along  said  road  for 
a  maximum  of  ten  years.  This  $10.00  annual  rate  to  be 
discontinued  when  a  house  is  built  on  any  100  foot 
frontage.

"No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  pro- 
vided by  Section  29  unless  he  shall  have  filed  with  the 
selectmen  on  or  before  April  fifteenth  of  each  year  an 
application  therefor  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury 
on  a  form  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen." 

Printed  above  is  a  portion  of  the  law  governing  prop- 
erty tax  exemption  to  servicemen  or  widows  of  service- 
men which  must  be  followed  if  exemption  is  to  be 
allowed  in  1956.  The  Exemption  Law  has  also  been 
revised  so  that  only  Residential  Real  Estate  as  defined 
below  can  be  exempted  from  Taxation. 

"Residential  Real  Estate;  That  Real  Estate  that  a 
person  occupies  as  his  principal  place  of  abode  together 
with  any  land  or  buildings  appurtenant  thereto.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  FOR  1955 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  report  as 
Librarian  of  the  Epping  Public  Library. 

In  considering  the  work  of  the  library  during  the 
past  year,  it  is  of  particular  interest  to  note  the  in- 
creased interest  in  reading  as  indicated  by  the  increas- 
ing number  of  borrowers  using  the  library.  During 
the  year,  103  new  registration  numbers  have  been  is- 
sued, a  large  percentage  of  them  to  children  and  young 
people  of  school  age.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  this  age 
group  develop  an  interest  in  reading  and  we  are  glad 
to  cooperate  with  the  schools  and  their  reading  pro- 
grams. 

During  the  year,  423  new  volumes  have  been  added 
to  the  library  collection.  It  is  intended  to  build  up  a 
well  rounded  collection  including  books  on  subjects  of 
current  and  general  interest  as  well  as  the  newer  fiction. 
We  also  have  access  to  the  facilities  of  the  State  Library 
either  through  the  bookmobile  which  makes  regular 
visits,  or  through  special  requests  made  by  persons  in- 
terested in  particular  subjects.  These  services  of  the 
State  Library  provide  an  excellent  means  of  supple- 
menting our  own  collection. 

Subscriptions  to  several  magazines  have  been  added 
to  the  library  and  these  are  also  available  for  circula- 
tion. I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Epping 
Garden  Club  for  the  subscription  to  the  Flower  Grower 
and  to  the  second  grade  at  the  Central  School  for  the 
Christmas  gift  subscription  to  Children's  Digest. 

During  the  coming  year,  I  hope  that  more  people 
will  visit  the  library  and  make  use  of  its  services.

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50 
percent  of  the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  in  1955  —  235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463 
originated  from  these  two  sources.  Lighted  smoking 
material  and  matches  thrown  from  moving  vehicles 
along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen,  hunters, 
hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  per- 
cent; debris  burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the 
wrong  time  by  those  who  failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for 
safety  or  refused  to  recognize  the  logical,  sensible  rules 
and  regulations  set  up  under  legislative  authority  gov- 
erning the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  accounted 
for  more  than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy 
the  situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on 
our  law  books  which  requires  everyone  to  secure  writ- 
ten permission  from  the  local  forest  fire  warden  before 
strating  a  fire  in  or  near  woodlands  or  where  fire  can 
be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  program  of  educa- 
tional work  is  being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden 
and  state  officials  to  inform  the  general  public  both  of 
the  value  and  necessity  of  securing  the  required  permit 
for  such  burning.  Much  progress  has  been  made,  but 
there  are  still  many  who  fail  or  refuse  to  cooperate. 
The  value  of  our  permit  system  was  definitely  proven 
in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar  year.  Local 
warden  issued  221  permits  for  debris  burning  fires. 
That's  a  lot  of  permits.  The  records  show  no  permit 
fires  got  out  of  cotrol.  This  proves  several  things  ■ — 
while  warden  was  liberal  in  the  issuance  of  fire  per- 
mits, accommodating  every  applicant  so  far  as  possible, 
they  were  cautious,  following  closely  directives  out- 
lining overall  policy  governing  the  issuance  of  burning 
permits  and  thoroughly  instructing  permit  users.  The 
latter,    too,    fully   appreciating   their   responsibility   in 
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using  their  permits,  governed  themselves  accordingly. 
Result?  Much  burning  done  legally  and  safe. 

But  what  of  the  smokers?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of 
those  officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  pre- 
venting fires,  too  many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in 
disposing  of  smoking  material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is 
difficult  to  say.  Autos  are  now  equipped  with  ash  trays. 
Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out  of  a  cigar,  ciga- 
rette and  the  complete  extinguishment  of  matches  be- 
fore being  descarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  earless  and  indifferent 
smoker  and  debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more 
than  half  of  our  annual  forest  fires  would  be  eliminated. 
Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to  bring  this  about? 

REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before 
starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law 
requires  it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 

3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing  smoking 
material  and  matches  before  discarding  them.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Epping  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in 
said  district  on  the  17th  day  of  March,  1956  at  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  Agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and 
to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state   equalization   fund   together  with   other   income;

A  new  manual  training  room  is  in  operation  at  the 
Central  School.  Mr.  John  Ouinlan  and  Mr.  Bertrand 
Rogers  are  the  supervisors.  This  manual  training  pro- 
gram has  enriched  the  curriculum  in  allowing  a  wider 
choice  of  subject  areas. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  making  the  land  be- 
hind the  Central  School  into  an  athletic  field  and  play- 
ground area.  When  completed,  several  sports  such  as 
Softball,  baseball  and  other  games  may  be  played  simul- 
taneously. 

Attendance  at  the  high  school  baseball  games  should 
increase  due  to  the  nearness  of  the  field  to  the  town 
and  schools. 

The  new  field  should  allow  for  more  opportunities 
in  an  intramural  sports  program  among  our  children. 

Due  to  indicated  increased  enrollments  in  the  next 
few  years,  I  believe  that  Epping  should  come  for^vard 
with  a  long-range  planning  committee  to  study  our 
school  situation. 

Our  school  housing  problem  is  going  to  become  very 
acute  within  the  next  five  years.  Due  to  the  entrance 
of  "war  babies"  several  years  ago  into  our  school,  a 
possible  influx  of  people  working  at  the  Newington 
Air  Base,  and  a  natural  projected  over-all  population 
increase,  there  will  be  a  definite  need  of  added  space 
for  the  next  few  years.  It  can  be  confidently  predicted 
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that  the  total  school  enrollment  will  increase  until 
1960  —  then  it  is  uncertain  whether  enrollments  will 
level  or  tend  to  increase. 

A  new  and  most  effective  plan  has  been  developed 
this  year  in  reporting  to  the  parents  the  progress  of 
pupils  in  grades  one  and  two.  The  new  report  card 
allows  for  insight  into  the  social  side  of  the  child.  Fav- 
orable comment  from  parents  has  indicated  its  need. 

It  is  my  hope  that  in  the  near  future,  penmanship 
may  be  taught  in  the  elementary  grades.  Improvement 
in  the  handwriting  of  the  children  is  definitely  desired. 

Mr.  John  Scanlan,  Guidance  Director,  was  replaced 
by  Mrs.  Eugenia  Livingston.  Her  duties  have  consisted 
of  testing  and  counselling. 

Epping  High  School  has  received  an  above  average 
rating-score  on  the  tests  given  by  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  Much  credit  goes  to  the  students,  Mr.  Ber- 
nard Forbush  and  the  staff. 

The  Central  School,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Carrie  Odiorne,  has  had  a  successful  year.  From  evalu- 
ating the  educational  process  within  the  school,  there 
are  evidences  which  support  the  conclusion  that  the 
aims  of  learning  activities  are  understood  by  the  pupils. 
Also,  there  are  evidences  that  the  techniques  employed 
by  the  teachers  allow  for  self-discipline,  with  resultant 
growth  of  characteristic  self-control. 

Your  school  board  deserves  much  credit  in  giving 
so  much  time  and  thought  in  the  preparation  of  the 
budget.  They  have  made  an  honest  attempt  to  see  that 
the  budget  is  well  proportioned. 

In  closing,  my  thanks  to  the  pupils,  school  board, 
P.T.A.,  citizens  and  teachers  for  whose  understanding, 
patience  and  kindness  have  made  educationally  the 
school  year  a  successful  one.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
EPPING  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Board  of  Education, 
and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

I  hereby  submit  this  report,  my  second,  as  Principal 
of  Epping  High  School. 

The  high  school  opened  on  September  7  with  a  rec- 
ord enrollment  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five.  This  is 
larger  than  the  opening  enrollment  for  any  previous 
year  for  the  high  school.  Again  this  year  there  was  a 
shortage  of  seating  accommodations,  and  chairs  had 
to  be  moved  from  room  to  room  as  classes  changed.  The 
purchase  of  20  new  arm  chairs  has  relieved  this  situa- 
tion, but  there  is  no  place,  other  than  the  town  hall, 
where  all  students  may  come  together  for  an  assembly; 
even  the  two  large  rooms  opened  up  on  the  main  floor 
will  not  accommodate  them.  Up  to  the  present,  eleven 
pupils  have  been  discharged;  nine  drop-outs,  and  two 
have  transferred  to  other  communities,  but  the  loss 
of  those  discharged  has  not  relieved  the  overcrowded- 
ness,  for  new  enrollments  have  taken  their  place  to 
keep  the  total  number  high. 

Epping  High  School  lost  three  faculty  members  dur- 
ing the  summer  months;  namely,  Miss  Barbara  Mc- 
Kenzie,  of  the  Commercial  Department,  Mr.  Philip  La- 
Ronde  of  the  English  Department,  and  Mr.  Eugene 
Ruddeforth  of  the  Social  Studies  Department.  These 
were  replaced  respectively  by  Mrs.  Clara  Crowley,  a 
graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  with  many 
years  of  teaching  experience  in  the  high  schools  of  New 
Hampshire.  She  is  doing  an  excellent  job  handling  the 
Commercial  Department.  She  is  the  Sophomore  Class 
Advisor.  Mr.  Bertrand  Roger,  a  graduate  of  George- 
town University  with  graduate  work  at  Boston  Univer- 
sity and  no  stranger  to  the  schools  of  Epping,  is  doing 
a  good  piece  of  work  with  the  -Junior-Senior  English, 
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French,  General  Mathematics  and  Algebra  I.  He  is  also 
coach  of  the  boys'  baseball  team.  Mr,  Thomas  Griffin, 
Jr.  of  the  Social  Studies  Department,  resigned  his  po- 
sition during  the  Christmas  Holidays  and  Mrs.  Ruth 
Allen  has  taken  over  the  position  until  a  suitable  re- 
placement can  be  found.  Her  extra  curricula  activities 
include  Advisor  to  the  Junior  Class.  Mrs.  Priscilla  Estey, 
a  veteran  of  3  years  in  the  high  school,  is  the  Senior 
Advisor  and  heads  the  volleyball  team.  Mr.  John  Davis 
is  continuing  to  make  the  high  school  a  better  place 
during  his  second  year. 

Other  changes  have  taken  place  within  the  high 
school.  The  actual  school  day  has  been  lengthened  and 
the  noon  recess  has  been  cut  from  one  hour  to  forty 
minutes,  thus  enabling  a  seven  rather  than  a  six-period 
day.  This  allows  the  student  to  take  more  subject  mat- 
ter and  also  permits  a  double  period  of  all  the  sciences 
and  home  economics,  so  that  more  time  may  be  de- 
voted to  experiments  and  projects.  There  have  been 
clubs  formed  this  year  to  give  the  students  a  broader 
concept  of  living  than  they  would  ordinarily  receive  in 
the  regular  classes;  the  Future  Home  Makers  Club  is 
sponsored  by  Mrs.  Estey;  Personal  Typing  Club  spon- 
sored by  Mrs.  Crowley;  Music  Appreciation  Club  spon- 
sored by  Miss  Cummings;  Dramatic  Club  sponsored 
by  Mrs.  Allen;  Rifle  Club  sponsored  by  Mr.  Roger; 
Art  Club  sponsored  by  Mr.  Davis,  Auto  Driving  Club 
sponsored  by  Mr.  Forbush.  The  second  semester  of  the 
school  year,  Mr.  John  Mazer  of  Manchester,  a  graduate 
student  at  U.  N.  H.  will  join  the  faculty  as  a  student 
teacher.  Under  my  direction,  he  will  assist  in  the  teach- 
ing of  Mathematics  and  Physics  and  will  be  a  great 
help  in  increasing  the  now  available  activities  of  the 
high  school.  The  school  library  has  been  increased  in 
size  and  now  has  subscribed  to  magazines  as  well  as 
many  new  books  that  should  serve  as  excellent  refer- 
ences to  the  students. 

The  high  school  is  endeavoring  to  develop  your  chil- 
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dren  into  well-modeled  citizens  both  intellectually  and 
physically.  All  students  have  gym  classes  over  and  above 
the  interscholastics  sports,  and  they  all  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  sing  in  either  the  girls,  boys  chorus  or  mixed 
group  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Cummings.  The 
girls'  volleyball  team  set  up  a  good  record  with  Mrs. 
Estey  as  their  coach.  The  girls'  basketball  team  with 
Mrs.  Crowley  as  coach  is  doing  a  good  job.  The  boys' 
J.V.  Basketball  Team  under  the  fine  coaching  of  Mr. 
Davis  are  preparing  themselves  as  future  varsity  players. 
The  boys'  Varsity  Basketball  Team  coached  by  Mr.  For- 
bush  are  at  present  in  second  place  in  the  South  Eastern 
League  and  are  in  fifth  place  in  the  state  standing  mak- 
ing them  a  sure  contender  for  the  state  tournament. 

The  Test  program,  under  the  supervision  of  your 
guidance  director,  Mrs.  Eugenia  Livingstone,  is  of  tre- 
mendous assistance  to  all  the  teachers  in  the  building 
in  helping  them  better  understand  and  help  the  stu- 
dents in  their  daily  class  work  and  in  helping  them 
plan  their  future. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  publicly  extend  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  teachers  for  the  close  cooperation  and 
many  extra  hours  spent  in  helping  to  make  this  school 
year  a  truly  fruitful  one. 

I  also  -wish  to  express  my  deepest  gratitude  to  Mr. 
Sullivan,  the  School  Board,  and  the  parents  of  Epping 
for  your  interest  and  understanding.  Schools  are  not 
separate  and  should  not  be  separate  from  the  com- 
munity, and  collective  action  is  the  only  ansTver  to 
developing  and  producing  well-integrated  citizens  that 
will  be  a  credit  to  Epping  and  to  the  increasingly  com- 
plicated world.  We  have,  to  the  best  of  our  abilities  and 
resources,  tried  to  install  the  needed  tools  to  produce 
such  individuals.

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MUSIC  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board,  Citizens  of 
Epping: 

Once  again,  I  am  pleased  to  submit  this,  my  second 
report,  of  the  musical  progress  and  growth  in  your 
schools  in  Epping. 

The  general  objectives  of  music  teaching  in  the 
grade  school  is  to  cause  the  original  crude,  native  in- 
terest in  rhythm  and  tone,  which  characterizes  prac- 
tically every  child  when  he  begins  school  life,  to  develop 
into  a  genuine  love  of  good  music  based  on  an  intelli- 
gent appreciation  of  its  moods,  its  structure,  and  its 
notation.  Such  development  will  take  place  only  if  a 
consistent  educational  plan  is  carried  out  through  a 
series  of  years  and  it  is  with  such  a  plan  that  I  am  at- 
tempting to  deal. 

The  main  avenues  of  creating  a  really  intelligent  love 
of  music  are  by  learning  to  sing,  learning  to  play  an 
instrument,  training  oneself  in  appropriate  rhythmic 
response,  learning  to  read  music  notation,  and  creating 
music. 

The  net  result  of  this  entire  program  seems  to  be 
that  if  one  is  to  learn  to  appreciate  music  one  must 
become  a  musician.  The  better  a  musician  one  is,  the 
better  one  can  appreciate  music;  therefore  we  must  try 
to  guide  our  pupils  into  a  more  extensive  knowledge 
of  music,  at  the  same  time  making  the  whole  experi- 
ence of  studying  music  so  fascinating  that  they  will 
love  the  art  better  and  better  as  they  master  it  more 
completely. 

I  am  most  pleased  with  the  progress  being  made  in 
the  Epping  Schools.  Last  spring  Epping  was  represented 
in  the  two-day  All  State  Music  Festival  by  two  High 
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School  Students.  It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
participate  again  this  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  students,  teachers,  parents 
and  others  who  make  my  work  here  so  enjoyable.

Each  year  a  number  of  children  are  helped  who  other- 
wise would  not  have  dental  care. 

Thanks  are  due,  too,  to  Mrs.  Page  for  her  interest 
and  efforts  in  planning  and  preparing  such  fine  hot 
lunches,  and  to  Mr.  Martel  for  his  diligent  care  of  the 
school  buildings.  These  projects  are  both  important 
factors  in  the  children's  health  status. 

School  board  members, 
parents,  and  all  who  make  school  nurse-teaching  a 
pleasant  task.

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GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


To   the  Superintendent   of  Schools,  Members  of  the 
School  Board,  and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

The  opportunity  to  present  the  guidance  program 
for  the  year  1955-56  is  welcome,  as  it  is  only  with  the 
understanding,  support,  and  help  of  the  administrators 
and  teachers  of  the  school,  and  the  parents  and  pupils 
of  Epping  that  the  program  can  be  successful. 

The  present  individual  record  folders  for  each  pupil 
will  continue  to  be  maintained  at  the  school.  A  new 
form  of  individual  pupil  cumulative  record  folder  will 
be  considered  and  decided  upon  with  the  aid  of  the 
teachers.  This  record  will  help  meet  the  felt  need  for  a 
complete  and  efficient  cumulative  record  of  the  pupil's 
physical,  mental  and  personal  progress.  The  records 
are  available  to  the  teachers  at  all  times;  they  assist 
them  to  better  understand  and  guide  each  pupil.  These 
records  follow  the  pupil  throughout  his  school  career. 

The  counseling  and  testing  of  individual  pupils  is 
being  continued  and  expanded  as  much  as  the  sched- 
uled time  permits.  Counseling  and  individual  testing 
are  essential  phases  of  guidance  because  they  help  de- 
termine: the  pupil's  capacity  to  do  school  work,  the 
cause  for  behavior  problems,  the  reasons  for  lack  of 
interest  in  school  work,  and  other  educational,  voca- 
tional, and  personal  matters  that  prevent  a  pupil  from 
making  a  normal  progress  at  school. 

Miss  Carrie  Odiorne  and  Mr,  John  W.  Bone  assisted 
greatly  by  administering  the  battery  of  tests  to  the 
fourth  and  sixth  grade  pupils.  Mr.  Bernard  C.  Forbush, 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Priscilla  J.  Estey,  Mr.  John  D.  Davis, 
and  Mr.  Bertrand  Roger,  administered  the  tests  to 
students  in  grades  eight,  ten,  and  twelve.  The  following 
battery   of   tests   was  administered  to   the  fourth  and 
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sixth  grade  pupils:  reading,  arithmetic,  language,  and 
mental  maturity.  Pupils  in  the  eighth,  tenth,  and 
twelfth  grades  were  tested  in  mental  maturity,  reading, 
clerical  speed  and  accuracy  aptitude,  mechanical  apti- 
tude, and  an  interest  inventory  was  taken.  The  results 
of  the  batteries  of  tests  administered  in  the  fall  will  be 
discussed  with  the  pupils  of  grade  four,  six,  eight,  ten, 
and  twelve.  Each  pupil  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
study  his  own  record  in  order  to  learn  his  strengths 
and  weaknesses  and  where  he  may  advance. 

Individual  interviews  will  be  scheduled  with  the 
pupils  of  the  eighth  grade;  the  parents  of  each  pupil 
will  be  welcome  at  the  time  of  the  interview  to  discuss 
the  significance  of  the  test  results,  and  to  assist  in  plan- 
ning the  courses  for  high  school,  which  will  lead  to  a 
happy  and  successful  career.  Parents  of  each  grade 
twelve  student  will  also  be  invited  during  the  interview 
to  discuss  test  results  and  assist  in  planning  the  student's 
career  following  his  graduation  from  high  school. 

Vocational  talks  by  specialists  in  their  respective 
fields  were  given  to  students  from  the  eighth  to  twelfth 
grade  inclusive,  to  stimulate  the  students'  thinking 
about  their  future  life's  work.  The  talks  were  started 
in  January  and  continued  at  the  rate  of  one  or  more 
a  month.  The  vocations  discussed  by  the  speakers  are 
those  in  which  there  is  a  great  shortage  of  personnel  in 
New  Hampshire. 

Occupational  information  was  also  provided  for  the 
high  school  students  through  occupational  briefs,  post- 
ers, and  booklets.  These  were  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board  in  the  hall,  and  changed  weekly.  It  is  quite  ap- 
parent that  student  interest  has  been  aroused. 

Assembling  of  an  occupational  inforamtion  file  has 
been  started  at  the  high  school.  The  content  of  this 
file  provides  descriptive  information  about  occupations, 
the  nature  of  the  work,  working  conditions,  and  occu- 
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pational  relationships.  Young  people  need  this  informa- 
tion if  there  is  to  be  intelligent  career  planning. 

Early  in  the  New  Year,  plans  were  made  for  teachers' 
guidance  meetings  to  be  held  at  Epping  High  School, 
Epping  Central,  and  West  Epping  Schools.  These  meet- 
ings were  held  each  month  at  the  individual  schools. 
Questionnaires  were  provided  to  all  teachers  to  ascer- 
tain their  interests  in  guidance.  As  a  result  of  the  an- 
swers to  the  questionnaires,  the  content  of  each  meeting 
was  designed  to  meet  the  expressed  needs  and  interests 
of  the  teachers  in  the  field  of  guidance.  The  meetings 
should  help  the  teachers  attain  a  broader  view  of  guid- 
ance, assist  them  in  the  daily  problems  at  school,  and 
to  provide  more  meaningful  instruction  through  a 
better  understanding  of  the  pupils  and  their  capa- 
bilities.
